Memories of 1810 ai-o to-day like tlie 
history of on almoat uuknowu or for- 
gotten time. That was iwactically bo- 
foro the day of the newspaper squib and 
parae[rapli, .asd before the day of! rapid 
transit ; arid'Tom Oorwin, the Mag of 
stumpers, was the first man to introduoa 
ridicule and sarcasm on' tlio stump and 
make them a success. Pretty soon there- 
after George D. Prentice, tlio great 
founder of tlie Loiiiavule Courier- Jour- 
nal, began tlie work of political para- 
graph witiug and transferred the Cor- 
winian stylo of discussion to hia paper. 
Many were the fights that came from 
Prentice's jokes. ' He kept a revolver 
constantly foaded and cocked in the 
right-hand drawer of his desk, and 
whouever a stniugcr darkened his edi- 
torial sanctum he instinctively grasped 
the handle of the weapon, and ten times 
in a dozen his precaution was entirely 
pertinent. The peo^ile Jiad to be edu- 
cated np to this now idea;' ot Jboip^omfo|| 
the press, and ther border mind was" uTbl* 
first to bo worked ujion, and by the 
florid genius of a Prentice. 

The fluid of stoi'ieH wliieli tlio older 
class of i)oliticiaii.s oontinuo to tell of 
Coru'iu will never 1)0 oxliausted. I struck 
oue of tlie.se men of 1810 recently, and 
1^ the relations which lie gave mo are weir 
fc. worth repeating. 

.Vmass-meeting in the central portion 
1 o.L tlio State ^ yftta addressed by Oorwin 
and the elder 'Toni Ewing. Ewing spoke 
in the forenoon and Corwin was to fol- 

■ low in the ul'teniooii. Ewing delivered 
a caiefiiUy-prepni'cil speech on the is- 
sues of the cainpaign. Tliero was not a 
single stroke ol faney or wit in the whole 

, talk from beginning to cud. The peo- 
ple. seiEmed to be restive under it, and 
desirous for Oorwin to appedr. " At din- 
., nor Mr. Corwin said : 

"You miulo a groat mistake, Ewing, 
in your speech tliis morning." 

Mr. Ewing looked exceediugly sur- 
prised and auufiyed, and sagely asked : 

."What could" it haverbeen, Mr, Cor- 
- win?" -...^j , 

" Why, you talked to those people's 
braiuii. Tl'ioy hain't got any brains, 
Lord, wait till I get up this afternoon 
aud talk at the jtit their stomachs ; 
then you'll see tlieiii give attention. 
They'll appreciiite tliut." 

When Mr. Corwin'^ .son, the lato Dr. 
\V. H. Corwin, was attending Dennison 
University, his teai^hera heoame aloi'med 
at his sitting up tuu lute nights,. and. 
thought he was overstudying. They 
wrote to his father in regard to the mat- 
ter. Mr. Corwin addressed 'his son as 
follows on the subject : , . 

Mv Son ; I luuloiBtauil 11ml Ihoro ib dmgor 
of your injni iug yoiiniolf by over-jucutal eior- 
liou. Theio ai-u so fow young men thcso days 
that go that way that 1 desire to aay that, 
hUouIU you kill vouiiielf from too much study, 
. it would yivo m'u great iilciisme to attcud jour,. 
■ funeral. , ■ f 

Qorwin spoke less on tlie Boservo, per-1 
haps, tlian in any otlicr portion of the 
State. He was fond of relating nnec- 
dotes iu ro{:.iivd to the peculiarities of 
the paople iu this portion of the State. 
" Oue. of these ':i\n sometlnng as follows : 
. I .wns unfortunate enough on a cer- 
tain occasion to speak iu the little town 
of D., on the Western Reserve. You 
luivo all heard of the Western Reserve, I 
presume, and so I need not particularly" 
deseiil)0 it. Well, the mooting was 
to bo held in the I'i'i'sbjterian church. 
I was e.seorteil lo tliu house by one of 
the very resi)(H-tid)le citizens, and took 
lay seat iii front of the big, high pulpit, 
whiph \yo-^ i><j>^f^\ up on the side of the 
•.wuli bnlf wfty up to,t)ie;,ceiling. Einally, 
afte^i- (V prolonged, deatuliKe 'stillnoss, a 
man arose back in the center of the 
room and said: 'I nominate Mr. Jona- 
than Edwards fur Clmivauiu of tliismeot- 
iug,' Anotl- luiiii got up in unotliur 
part of tho room uiid said: 'I second 
the motion." Alter a while another man 
got up and said: ' You hev all heercd the 
motion and tho second. You that favor 
it say aye, coutniry no. Mr., Jonathan 
lldwarcis is elected I'residcut' of this 
meeting.' Mr. Edwards came solemnly 
forward, and, after being seated a few 
minutes, arose and said : ' Ladies and 
yentlemeu, you hoy couio t-ofjet^er to- 
pi^ht to listen to Hon, Mr. Thomas Cor- 
wme on tho political issues of the day. 
If Mr. Oorwiuo wU come forward I will 
vntrodueo him to the audience,', I went 
.forward. Tho Chairman said further; 
•ThiaisHon. Mr, Thomas Gorwinc, who 
>vill address you.' 

" I thought I would break that dron- 
ishnoss or kill myself. I told my funni- 
est stories, I cracked my best jokes in 
profusion. I lavished romaika that 
would lay a Southern Qhip audience up 
with tho pleuiisy. But nil were as sol- 
cmu fts though I was pronouncing tho 
funoffil ovation over Cock Piobin, Ocoa- 

■ .■^fjipuftlly i would see a fellow put his 
llvhM^S to bi^ face and bend down as 

tliough iu devotion, but when his face 
;;amo up it yfOB again solemn. 

"At lengtli' I gave up in despair. 
After wo Avere all out oi tho ohuroh one 
-ol them came up to mo, and, doubling 
"''liiiaseU up with laughter, ho said; 

•"Mr. Ooru)/;ic, you said somo of ths 
(tfl-he-he) funniest (to-he-lie) things I 
j;^^^,; e^er lieered (to-he-lio). I du declai'o 
' you come pretty near makmg mo laugh 
right out in meeting, ' 

What a terrible oolamity that would 
Lave been, But to tho Wcstem;llesery.o 
Yankee a laugh in tho house of _ worship 
or • meetiu'-liouse,' as ho' calls it, would 
bo an unpardonable sin."

Boautios Of tlio Judicial District Sys- 
tom. 

To TIIi: Editok: — If .Mr. \V;ilkeni's 
judicial district system be <,'ood in 
theory, it is very i)ail in practice. The 
idea was that the judges should be 
parcelled out and reside at central 
points of the jirovinco. In illustra- 
tion, Mr. iMcCrcight was sent to Cari- 
boo and has hibernated on frozen beef

Mv. Davie argued that the conviction 
was bad, inasmuch as tho appellant was 
cliqrgod with breaking the peace, and the 
conviction was made upon the ground of 
vagrancy, which was not charged in the 
information. The learned counsel 'qnotcd 
numerous authorities sustaining Ins ob- 
jection: that a person could not be charg- 
ed with one ofl'cnce and convicted upon a 
diQ'erent charge. The appellant was con- 
victed upon a charge of fighting in the 
street, but juch fighting did not come 
within the "S^agrancy Act. 

liis Lordship ruled that the conviction 
must be quashodon tho following grounds: 

1. That the conviction varies in sub- 
stance from tho charge made. 

2. That tho oflbncc does not come un- 
der the Vagrancy Act; inasmuch as it was 
not shown that Lindstiy was a peaceable 
man. 

His Lordship said that Ifho could 
hav» made the case hold water he would 

have done so; but as be was sworn to ad- 
minister law on legal grounds he must de- 
cide against the conviction.

Judge Crease disre- 
garded same order by lately holding 
Ccnirt, at needless expense to the Domin- 
ion, at New Westminster, which is be- 
yond his judicial dislricl. The Chief .Iiis- 
tico and aliovo judges decided in a jiri- 
vato suit, on 10th inst. . that British Col- 
iiiiiliia Supremo Coui t is a Dominion and 
not Provincial Court, and that local le- 
gislation,. since union, relating to proce- 
dure' of Supremo .Court was therefore 
void, as Local Legislature could not deal 
with the Court in any way. By section 
n. Terms of Union, and sections HO and 
100 of Orgaiiie .\ct, Dominion agrees to 
provide and pay judges of our local Su- 
perior Courts. If Supremo Court is not 
a local Superior Court as held by .hulges. 
Provincial Legislature sluuild constitute 
one t llis session, anil ri'ipiest you to a])- 
point and p.ay .fudges. I rcsiiectfully dif- 
fer from judges' decisions. Immediate 
action should bo taken at Ottawa and 
here. Districting the above judges has 
also been decided in same suit to bo un- 
constitutional, as they held comniissiona 
prior to Administration of.lustice Act of 
last year.

A NEW YORK" TRAGEDY. 

A FOEMSa AOTSESS SVSFEOTED 
OF ATTEUFTBD lSVn:^EXt. 

aor Huslianl tho Victim, 

New Youk, Feb 28.— In the village of 
New Ftrecht, about midway between 
LroidJyii and Coney Island, Oeorge Barry 
Wall, a young lawyer whose ofiiee in in 
Wall street, last summer rented a hand- 
some summer residence and with his 
young wife lived (piietly. To outsiders 
they seemed devoted to each other. On 
Sunday last .Fane Goodenough, a servant 
employed by tho Wall3,callcd C. W. Dcw- 
bois, a sexton of Iho Dutch Reformed 
Church, out of church and said that Mr. 
Walls wa,s shot and that ho must havo a 
doctor. Tho sexton and two other ladies 
of the congregation went with the girl to 
Mv. Wall's house and found him in a 
bedroom in tho .second story lying on 
tlie floor with liis head propped up with 
books and his wife kneeling on tho tloor 
beside liini holding her finger to a wound 
in the side of his neck. The blood was 
spattered over everything and was smear- 
ed over Mrs. Wall's hands and clothing. 
When Mrs. Walla removed her finger 
from the wound the blood spurted in a 
stream. By the side of the wounded man 
w.as a pistol iilso covered with blopd. Wlien 
tho stranger.s'cntered the roomJIrs. Walls 
cried out "Vou must bring a doctor. He 
is getting faint and I. havo been holding 
my linger here for twenty minutes. 0,my 
husband, my poor husband I It was an 
accident. It was accidental." Doctors were 
summoned and found that tho ball had 
lodged in tho vertebrae producing the par- 
alysis. Wall finally said it was an accid- 
ent. Mrs. Walls told the police that her 
husband had been in the habit of keeping I 
a loaded revolver on tho tablo near his I 
bed and that morning ho had neglected | 
to remove it. They had started to tal;c 
tho train for New York but missing it 
went back to the bouse. Tlioy entered the | 
bedroom and Mrs. \\'all remark- | 
ed, "This is no place to keep a 
revolver," and picking it up intended to 
pl.aco it in a drawer, and while in her 
hand it exploded with the result sliown. 
Her statement was believed, aiid no stops 
wore taken in tho matter. Later on the 
statements of a servant and the gossips of 
the neighborhood induced the justice to 
place a watch on Jlrs. Wall. This after- 
noon at three o'clock the doctors wore 
hastily summoned to relieve IMrs. Wall of 
poison which she had swallowed. They 
found her lying upon a sofa calling for 
milk. Antidotes wore applied and her 
stomach was relioTcd. This evening it 
was decided* to move Mr. Wall to this 
city, but before doing so to havo au aaU-- 
1)11)1 li' III statement. It was of sncli a na- 
ture that it was decided to loelc up Mrs. 
Wall in tho Ttiwn Hall. Mrs. Wall is a 
very prepossessing young woman in ap- 
pearance, and lia.3 a fine figure. It is said 
that at ono time she was an actress, and 
that she played with Bouoicaultin"Saugh- 
raun." jMrs. Wall was formerly known 
as Miss Lizzie I\IcC.a1!, and her parents 
reside in Buflalo.

A compaiTSOU of tho official oaths of 
several countries, apropos of tho Brad- 
laugh all'airs, is not uninteresting. 
Franco demands no oath, nor oven 
any equivalent formality, before her 
Legislators enter upon their* duties. 
Even tuider tho emi)iro, tho Deity was 
not called upon, tho simple fonnnla be- 
ing : swear fidelity to tho Emperor 
and tne constitution. " In Austrin, also, 
there la no oath, but, in reply to a ques- 
tion from tho President of tho Reiehs- 
rath whether tho new member ' ' prom- ' 
ises loyalty. and obetliouco to the Em-- 
p()ror, mviolablo observonco of the con- 
stitution, as -well as other laws, and con- 1 
scientious fnlfillmout..of his duty," the 
now member simply replies, "I prom- 
ise." The reason that tne members of 
the German Parliament take no oath is 
that many of them are under an oath of 
allegiance to thou- respective states in 
f.he Gorman federation; and so a conflict 
of duty might arise if two oaths were 
insisted upon. Tho Prussian members 
of Parliament tako an oath beginning 
'■'L r.wear by God the omnipotent and 
omBii|oifni," nnd| ending " so may God 
h*lp m.aH if this -svero not enough, 
tbOM who'ehooso, it is iirovided, may 
»dd, ■' tb rough Jesua Christ to eternal 
till/, «meu." The Spanish Deputies 
avo pr.'i thro'ugli Bomothing of a cate- 
•hiim. Tho Secretary asks them : "Do 
f.-ni swear to obsorvo, and, to make oth- 
ers obsorvo tho constitution of the 
Spanish monarchy ? Do you swear obe- 
dtonco to tho legitimnto King of Spain, 
Alfonso Xn.? Do you swear well ami 
true to behavo in tlio mission con- 
fided to you by tho nation, always 
•and iu everything seekiug tlio welfare of 
the nation?" The aus'wer oxpocted ia, 
" Yes, I do s-^vear," and tho replication 
la, "If you do so, may God reward you, 
4ud if you do not, may Ho call you to 
account." In 1870, it m.ay bo said, 
Sonor Castelar and fifteen others were 
the BradJaughs of Spain, but theu' ob- 
jections 'wero not based on religious or 
'U'roligious grounds. In Italy the I'res- 
.meut of the Chamber of Deputies says 
with elaborate politeness, "I invito tiie 
lionorable gentleman to take oath iu the 
form following : " I swear to bo faithful 
to the King and to ,obs^cs^ loyalty to 
She fimdonieutol statutoiand the other - 
laws o( the state, with a single view to 
tho inseparable welfare of tho Kiug and 
Uio cotuitry." The new Deputy re- 
cipouds with tho single word, " Qiurgo," 
(I swear), Tho oath to whioh Mr. 
Bradlaugn objects seems harmless- 
euoiigh. It reads : y ; 

"Idd swear tliat •I'Avill -be faithful and 
bear allegiance to her Jlajesty, ~Quoen 
Victoria, her he rs and suceeasorH, ac- 
cording to law; BO help me God." 
Obviously, any man who believes in 
God, whether .Tew or Mohammedan or 
Christian, might honorably assent to 
every letter of this oath. And so, too, 
of course, might any man 'who believes 
iu ono God at all. For him tho oath 
lacks its usual sanetion, and scrupulous 
honor might load him to point this out 
at the time of complying with tho cus- 
tom of oath talking ; but there can bo no 
doubt that dozens," perhap.'i scores, of 
other members of Parliament do not 
agree with Mr. Bradhiiigb in the view of 
the subject. He, having explained his 
position once for nil, ronnot ho expected 
to be forever oxplniniiiK and objecting, 
and so cannot bo Idainod for .swearing.

Interostlagf Facts RoBardlng tho Bot- 
tom of tho Atlantic Oooan. 

Tlie soundings that were made be- 
tween Ireland and Xowfoundland be- 
fore laying the Atlantic cable liavo 
made the bottom of the Atlantic al- 
most as well known n.s the surface of 
Hurope and ;Auioric!i. If i.s eovoreti- 
with a. fino mud, tlio lemaiius of mi- 
croscopic inseet.s, which will ono day, 
doubtless, Iiardcn into chalk. The hot 
torn of tin; Atlantic is tlif;^ widest and 
nicst prodigious plain in the w.irld. It 
the sea were ilraiiicd oil, yon might 
drive . a waggon all the. Nvay from \'"al- 
cntia on the west coast of Indand, to 
Trinity Buy, in Newfoundland, and cx 
oept ono .sharp incline, about two hun- 
dred miles from N'ah'iitia, it might 
never be nccessai'}- to put tlm .si. id on, 
so gentle are the aseoiils ami dofi- 
cents upon that long road. heroin \'al- 
entia the road would bo down hill for 
about two hundred-Uiilos,to the point 
at which the bottom is now coviu-ed by 
seventeen luiiuired fathoms of sea 
water. 'J'hcii would come the eentral 
[ilain, more than one thousantl miles 
wide, the iliequalilies of the surface of 
which would be htirdly perceptible. 
Beyond this ascent on "the .American 
side comraences, and gradually leads 
for about .^'vvojjiundrcjil niiiles to.jthc' 
Newfoundland shore. .
